The news that tho French Government 
has sanctioned the raising of another loan 
for the completion of the railway from Ton- 
kin into Yonnan arqwes no joy in Indo- 
China, where the cos of the line promises

The Avenir du 
Tonkin gives particiars of how it stood 
with the line last month. The undertaking 
was' act. on foot byM.

on mainly for commucial purposes.

Public attention is being directed to the 
quention ’ of. the condition of the country’s 
navy yards, as the outcome of a startling 
aories of exposures in the current issuo of 
McClure’s Magazine. Some time ago, in 
view of tho proved wortl 
Now Orlcans sud Pensseola yards, Mr 


Roosevelt otdered them. te be abandoned. 


The now Secretary of the Navy, Mr Meyer, 
, countermanded this order, 
and it locka as if fresh appropriations 
right bo asked for on account of these 
establishments. 

The figures in the caso of ‘both of them 
are tathor surprising. Tt haa heen shown, 
for example, that the annual cost of the 
up-keep of the New Orleans yard runs in 
the neighbourhood of $100,000, whilo the 
yalue of tho work dono therein raroly 
exceeds $1,000 * annually. More thao 
300,000 was recently appropriated for im- 
provements, and the pay of officers and 
men stationed there is in oxcess of $60,000. 
Pensacola has a somewhat botter record, 
but even there the amount of work dono 
is in the proportion of one dollar to three 
expended on maintennnce. 


The naval: officers are not taking these 


criticisms with. the meokness that their 
critics might desire. Mr. Herbert L. 
Satterlee, Assistant Secretary of the Navy, 
remarked. sarcastically in the course ofan 
after-dinner speech a fow evenings ago: 
««Thore are,

professional opinion.” During all this time 
that the Navy fisds criticism in its worst 
form, however, it is going about its busines?
